Dr. Rogoff Lectures in the Far East

most interesting two month journey to the Far 
East.

Seen . where Dr. Rogoff was to ‘lecture at the Vietnamese military medical 
school, he was told the lecture had been called off because of a military re- 
view. The military review turned out to be a full-scale revolution and the 
few days spent in Saigon proved quite hectic and eventful. The next stop was 
Hong Kong where Dr. Rogoff met Dr. Alfredo Brodetti, who served an orthopedic 
fellowship here in 1956-57. Dr. Brodetti is with the orthopedic service of 
the Queen Mary Hospital in Hong Kong and sends his regards to all at HSS. From 
there the Rogoffs left for Japan and were the guests of Prof. D. Kashiwagi of 
the Department of Orthopedic Surgery of the Kobe Medical College. Dr. Kashiwa- 
gi, who has visited HSS, is chief of the department. Dr. Hideo Fujii, here 
now on an orthopedic fellowship, is on his staff. Dr. Rogoff lectured at sev- 
eral medical centers in Kobe and later in Tokyo. They were in Tokyo at the 
time of the assassination of President Kennedy and were struck by the reaction 
of loss and mourning in Japan. The last stop on the Rogoff itinerary was 
Honolulu where they visited Dr. Ivar Larson, former orthopedic resident here 
from 1946-48. Dr. Larson too asked to be remembered at HSS. In Honolulu, 
Dr. Rogoff lectured at the Tripler General Hospital and the Shriners Hospital 
for Crippled Children. Back on the mainland, Dr. and Mrs. Rogoff had the 
opportunity of visiting in Los Angeles with Dr. and Mrs. Paul Harvey and of 
admiring their girls and swimming pool. Dr. Rogoff says that traveling under 
the aegis of the Hospital for Special Surgery is very, very helpful. It is 
known all around the world and after lectures people would come up to ask him 
about various individuals at the hospital.

Oved Y. Kharmosh Dr. Kharmosh was born and raised in 
Orthopedic Fellow Bagdad, Iraq and received his M.B. degree there 

from the Royal College of Medicine in 1950. He 
served his internship in the Government Hospital in 
Bagdad and residencies in general and orthopedic 
surgery in the Tel-Hashomer Government Hospital, 
Tel-Hashomer, Israel. Dr. Kharmosh has done research
